Gabin Sinclair, from 
Rising Tide, said: “This 
is the culmination

Hackney talent. We’re 
working with the BBC to 
continue their programme 
and everyone performing 
today will perform at other 
festivals across the country.

Smooth operation 


BEHIND every major festival, 
are hundreds of volunteers 
who make it happen - and the 
Radiol Hackney Weekend 
201 2 is no exception. 

The festival is the BBC’s 
largest ever free music event, 
with six stages, over 1 00 artists 
and DJs, and a capacity for 
1 00,000 people over two days. 

Some 300 local people 
volunteered to help out, giving 
festival-goers 
information 
about the 
Hackney 
Weekend 
and other 
up-and- 
coming 
events in 
the borough 
this summer to 
mark the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games. 

Resident and volunteer, 
Caroline Ojo, said: “I’m so glad 
to be part of the Olympics - 1 
don’t think it will be part of my 
lifetime again. I’m so excited to 
be at this festival. I didn’t know 
Hackney Marshes was as big 
as this. It’s nice to meet new 
Hackney faces too.” 

Young people in Hackney 
have also been taking part 
in an ambitious programme 


of local engagement and 
outreach activity including 
work with schools, colleges 
and voluntary groups. A third 
of all tickets for the festival 
went to young people living in 
the borough. 

Resident Nell Jordan-Gent, 
who is also a community 
events producer for the BBC, 
feels like she’s come full 
circle on her journey with the 
Hackney Weekend. 

She said: “The 
Academy was 
brilliant, there 
were so many 
kids who were 
engaged and 
kept coming 
back. It was so 
emotional -at 
the end people were 
swapping numbers. It felt 
like even though it was the end, 
it was only the beginning for 
them. They are now going to 
take it on. I can’t fault it at all - 1 
feel like it’s gone so smoothly. 
It’s really good that young 
people from all different parts 
if Hackney are having a 
brilliant time. 

“What’s really nice is going 
to the colleges, seeing the 
young people at the Academy 
and now seeing them here.”

The biggest ever event held in Hackney took a 
year of careful planning to make it a success 


A FTER a year of 

planning, between 
BBC Radio 1 and 
the Council, the 
Hackney Weekend was 
hailed a great success. 

The event site covered the 
whole of Hackney Marshes’ 
300 acres, which will be 
reopened by 6 July. 

It is intended the football 
and rugby pitches will 
be restored for use by 
the start of the 2012 
playing season, 
and pitch experts 
were consulted 
to ensure damage 
was kept to a 
minimum during 
the concert, with 300 


tonnes of sand on standby 
to mop up surface water. 

A clean-up of the Marshes 
has already begun, with 
Radio 1 dismantling stages 
and the Council’s waste 
teams clearing away litter 
and emptying bins on site 
and in the surrounding area. 

It’s estimated that more 
than 60 tonnes of litter will 
be removed by 108 staff, 
and the Council’s waste 
team will work to ensure 
that as much waste as 
possible was recycled. 

There was a 
comprehensive security 
operation during the 
weekend to keep festival- 
goers safe. Some 1,100

stewards and 600 police 
officers joined the Council, 
Fire Service, Ambulance 
Service, British Red Cross 
and other partners, who 
were based together at a 
make-shift control centre. 

Sixteen temporary CCTV 
cameras kept a watchful 
eye on proceedings, and 
were linked up with the 
borough network. Chief 
Superintendent Matthew 
Horne, Hackney’s Borough 


Commander, said: “We’ve 
worked closely with the 
organisers to help make this 
weekend a success and to 
keep everybody safe. 

“This cooperation 
has left us talking about 
great music, our fantastic 
borough, and its police, at 
their very best. We move 
forward now to the greatest 
sporting event on earth 
with the same levels of 
commitment and planning.”

HACKNEY hit maker Labrinth 
got a warm welcome when he 
appeared before a home crowd 
at the Hackney Weekend on 
Sunday, 24 June.

Labrinth was in no doubt 
about the significance of such 
an event for the borough. He 
said: “This festival is extremely 
special, some people might 
not understand what it 
means to people around here. 


There hasn’t been this much 
excitement in Hackney for a 
very longtime. 

“We’ve had Jay-Z here, Jack 
White, big artists coming here 
and that’s special. I know a lot 
of people have been waiting 
for something like this and 
hopefully it will bring a 
positive energy 
back to 
the area.”

Olympic Park ticket offer 

AS residents of a 201 2 host borough, Hackney folk will 
have an exclusive opportunity to purchase tickets for the 
Olympic Park during the Games. 

The tickets have been provided by London Organising 
Committee of the Olympic and Paralympic Games 
(L0C0G) and will allow spectators to experience the 
atmosphere of the Park during the Games, watch live 
sporting action on a big screen, and enjoy the waterways 
and parklands. 

Tickets are available for morning and evening sessions 
during the first week of the Olympic Games, and do not 
allow access to any venue within the Park. 

They will be sold on a first-come first-served basis, with 
tickets priced at £1 0 for adults and £5 for young people 
(1 6 and under) and seniors (60 and over). There is also a 
£6 charge which covers packaging and secure delivery, 
to all addresses in the UK. 

Tickets go on sale at 1 1 am on 28 June until 6pm on 
Friday, 6 July and are available via a dedicated Host 
Borough Olympic Park ticket sales line on: 0844 248 
5136 . Quote the access code ‘Host Borough’. 

A maximum of four tickets can be purchased per 
household using only Visa (debit, credit and prepaid).

Games parking scheme begins 

THE first phase of Games-time parking measures 
introduced by London Organising Committee of the 
Olympic and Paralympic Games (L0C0G) went live in 
Hackney on 21 June. 

The areas affected are the 
virtual permit area and parking 
zone K in Hackney Wick. All 
controls run from 8am to 
9pm, Monday to Sunday, and 
continue until 
9 September. 

To park in the virtual permit 
area, vehicles will need to 
be registered with LOCOG or 
display a relevant permit. Phase two of the parking scheme 
rolls out to other areas from 20 July.

event director Jason Carter 
must feel an overwhelming 
sense of achievement. 

Indeed, the man behind 
the BBC’s most ambitious 
festival, plus a supporting 
three week youth arts and 
media academy, chose 
to host both events in 
Hackney because he 
wanted to leave a lasting 
impression for young 
people in East London. 

“This event is really 
special. It’s not just about 
the live music,” he says. 
“There are two jobs in 
my mind: the event at the 
Marshes and East London 
- which is so vibrant, 
culturally diverse and 
creative. Our ambition is to 
do something with a legacy 
for East London.” 

Hackney Weekend is 
the first major event in the 
build-up to the Olympic 
and Paralympic Games, and 
is part of the London 2012 
Lestival, which launched on 
21 June and runs until 
9 September. 

“The Hackney Weekend 
is a free concert that the 
BBC is putting on as the 
official Olympic and 
Paralympic broadcaster,” 
Jason explains. 

“This is an event that’s 
reflective of Radio 1 and 
lXtra’s music policy - with 
huge worldwide acts and 
new acts from the East 
End. Jay-Z is doing this 
concert because he likes 
the principal behind it. 

He doesn’t do big festivals 
any more, but he gets the 
Hackney thing and what 
it’s about.”

As editor of BBC 
Introducing - the station’s 
initiative to support new 
and unsigned artists and 
bands - Jason consolidated 
the Introducing Stage at the 
festival by sourcing all acts 
from East London, which 
he labels ‘musically and 
culturally a rich place.’ 

Preceding the festival, 
the Radio 1 and IXtra 
Academy gave young 
people in the area the 
chance to work, and 
be inspired by, leading 
people in the entertainment, 
fashion, media and 
business industries. 

He explains: “The 
Academy is in line with the 
legacy element around the 
Olympic Games. We went 
for the ambitious approach 
to make a big impact using 
the leverage of the radio 
station to play big artists 
and bring them to the 
Academy. We hope 
to attract young people 
to be inspired.” 

The BBC enlisted the help 
of Hackney-born Leona 
Lewis and Trevor Nelson, 
triple Ivor Award-winning 
Plan B, and triple jump 
champion Phillips Idowu, 
who acted as cultural 
ambassadors and engaged 
with local young people in 
the run up to the Games. 

“We spent some proper 
time talking to people in 
East London - we spent 
six months with a small 
team doing research and 
building connections with 
schools and youth groups,” 


Jason says. “Young people 
felt they didn’t have a voice 
- they also felt there was 
a negative perception of 
East London. I wanted to 
give young people a sense 
of pride about the area 
they live in and have more 
spring in their step for their 
future career development.” 

The six months’ 
consultation came up 
with key themes for the 
Academy, which young 
people wanted advice on, 
including music, radio, 
business, fashion, film, 
gaming and programming, 
comedy, journalism and 
career development. 

“If you do learning 
sessions in other parts of 
the country, all that young 
people are interested in is 
the stars,” Jason muses. 

Adding: “It’s the opposite 
in Hackney - I’ve never 
seen a more engaged group 
of young people who are 
keen to learn. We’ve been 
blown away by it. The 
young people have been 
really focused.” 

He concludes: “The 
Academy and festival 
are ambitious. This 
is the BBC’s biggest 
concert and biggest ever 
line-up. 

“The Academy is bold, 
we’ve done it for three 
weeks - driving powerful 
content and people. The 
experience for me has been 
trying to reach out and 
engage young people. The 
more you engage the more 
results you see.”

EAST London’s premier festival celebrated 
its 10-year anniversary in typical style with 
a bill that featured hot breakthrough acts 
like Rita Ora alongside Lovebox favourites 
including Grace Jones (pictured). 

The festival always prides itself in its DJ 
line-up, and Saturday saw veteran 
Norman Jay spinning soulful, funky 
tunes from the back of a van in 
support of East London charity 
Art Against Knives. The 
afternoon crowd went wild 
to classics such as ‘You’ve 
Got the Love’ dancing on hay 
bails, hands in the air. 

Other highlights included 
festival founders Groove Armada, 
who made a welcome return after a few 
years absence and put on an energy-filled 
show. And Kelis, who owned the stage in her 
corseted black, feathery ball gown, supported 
by an all-female backing band.

IITHIN the next 
few weeks, the 
Council 
will learn 
if it has won another 
prestigious Green Flag 
award for one of its parks: 
Hoxton Square. 

This much loved public 
space began life in October 
1683, when the Austen 
family leased the southern 
area of what was known 
as the Church Field - 
part of their Hoxton 
landholdings - to Samuel 
Blewitt and London ship 
owner and merchant 
Robert Hackshaw. Blewitt 
and Hackshaw leased out 
smaller plots for building, 
and a new development of 
houses began to take shape 
where once there had been 
open fields. 

Completed in 1720, it 
was an early example of 
a residential square, and 
the first built in the new 
North-Eastern suburbs 
of London. Such squares 
had recently become a 
feature of West London 
and Hoxton, along with 
neighbouring Charles 
Square, was designed 
to emulate fashionable 
developments such as 
Golden and Soho Squares. 

The original houses 
would have been two- 
storeys high, but these 
were gradually replaced 
with larger buildings. 

By the early 1800s, the 
square’s former genteel 
status had already 
declined, Hoxton not 
having grown into the 
fashionable residential 
district its developers had 
hoped. It was noted in 
1838 that the ‘...grand 
houses are converted into 
schools and receptacles for 
lunatics, and its modern 
ones are of the second 
and third-rate...’ 

The oldest remaining 
house on the square is 
No.32. Until the 1990s, 
the frontage was covered 
with a cement render 
which had deteriorated 
badly and damaged the 
underlying brickwork. 
Restoration work included 
adding an additional skin 


of traditional brickwork to 
bring the house back to a 
resemblance of its original 
appearance. Because of 
this, the building now 
projects one brick further 
out than its neighbours. 

By the middle of the 
1800s, the square had 
become the centre of the 
Shoreditch furniture trade, 
with most remaining front 
gardens built over for 
workshops. Industry and 
working class housing 
now prevailed over refined 
residential homes. The 
building of St Monica’s 
Catholic Church in 1865 
to serve the local poor Irish 
population reflected this

change in status. Much 
of the north side of the 
Square was demolished 
to make way for the 
combined church, school 
and priory. 

Residents passed 
management of the square 
to Shoreditch Vestry in 
the 1890s, a responsibility 
which continued after 
the 1901 creation of the 
Metropolitan Borough of 
Shoreditch, to which the 
central garden was leased 
by the Hoxton Square 
Trustees for a cost of £12 
per annum. 

The square’s gradual 
decline continued in the 
early 20th century, with 


novelist and historian 
Walter Besant describing 
its ‘ruinous broken 
pavement and many 
dilapidated houses’ as 
presenting ‘an intolerably 
dreary aspect’ in his ‘East 
London’ of 1903. 

A number of factors led 
to the gradual decline of 
the Shoreditch furniture 


trade, but the Second 
World War had a major 
effect. Small and family 
firms were hit hard by 
staff leaving to fight, 
and many premises were 
bombed. Following a 
general decline in industry 
and manufacturing after 
the war, mass production 
of goods moved out to the 
Lea Valley. Faced with 
competition from cheaper 
imports, smaller businesses 
such as those in Hoxton 
Square collapsed and 
properties became vacant. 

Charity The Hoxton 
Trust was founded in 
1982, to work with 
residents and businesses 
to protect the area’s past, 
improve its present and 
secure its future. It now 
works in partnership with 
the Council to manage 
the square. 

The gardens were 
refurbished in the mid- 
1990s and again in 2011, 
with new planting and 
additional seating, along 
with re-laying of paths 
and restoration of the 
drinking fountain. 

Regeneration during 
the early 1990s came 
from local developer 
Glasshouse Investments 
Ltd, which worked with 
the Urban Programme to 
refurbish buildings for 
use as artists’ studios. By 
2004, the square was able 
to host the National Youth 
Theatre’s ‘Shakespeare in 
the Square’ event. 

Today, the square is the 
focal point of Shoreditch’s 
fashionable cultural 
quarter and bustling night- 
time economy, with its 
central gardens a much- 
appreciated green space 
for residents, workers 
and visitors alike to draw 
breath within a busy and 
crowded area.

Generally they can help with Council 
related matters, but if the issue is the 
responsibility of another person or 
organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and 
tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors 
representing areas called wards - 
illustrated in the map opposite.

The grounds on which the representations 
may be made are restricted to the licensing objectives 
of the prevention of crime and disorder, public safety, 
the prevention of public nuisance and the protection of 
children from harm. Representations cannot be made after 
the provisional statement has been issued. Copies of all 
representations will be sent to the applicant. 

Note: It is an offence liable on conviction to a fine up to £5000 
for an applicant to knowingly or recklessly make a false 
statement in connection with an application. 


1. Transport for London, having made 
an agreement with the London Borough 
of Hackney under section 101 of the 
Local Government Act 1972. hereby 
gives notice that it has made the above 
named Traffic Order under section 1 A(1 ) 
of the Road Traffic Regulation Act 1 9S^ 
for the purpose specified in paragraph 2. 
The effect of the Order is summarised in 
paragraph 3. 

2 The purpose of the Order is to enable 
works to toke place on the roads specified 
in paragraph 3 in the London Borough of 
Hackney. 

3. The effect of the Order will be to: 

(1 ) Prohibit any vehicle from entering, 
exiting, proceeding in* stopping on or 
exceeding a speed of 30 miles per hour 
on the following roads: 

(a) A106 Ruckholt Road, between its 
junction with A1 2 East Cross Route and 
the boundary of the London Borough 
of Hackney and the London Borough of 
Waltham Forest: 

{b) The unnamed slip road between A1 06 
Ruckholt Road and Al 2 East Cross Route. 

The Order wifi be effective at certain 
times from 12.01 AM on 22nd June 
201 2 until 1 1 ,59 PM on 31 st October 
201 2 or when the works have been 
completed whichever is the sooner. The 
prohibitions and restrictions will apply 
only during such times and to such extent 
as shall from time to time be indicated 


by traffic signs. The works will be a 
rolling programme of minor works such 
as carriageway markings, and will be of 
a short duration at any given location. 
The works will take place mainly in two 
stages, implementation works probably 
In July and removal works probably 
in September. Work will take place 
overnight except when implementation 
considerations necessitate daytime 
working. 

A, The prohibitions will not apply in 
respect of: 

[1 ) any vehicle being used for the 
purposes of the works or for fire brigade, 
ambulance or police purposes; 

(2) anything done with the permission 
or at the direction of a police constable 
in uniform or a person authorised by 
Transport for London. 

5. At such times as the traf fic prohibitions 
are in force alternative routes will be 
indicated, where appropriate, by traffic 
signs.
